G. Harrold Carswell and Ms 
wife tn 1966 Contained a whites* 
only clause, the Palm Beach 
Post reported today, 


The antl-Negrd restriction 


was apparently first established 
by CarsweH's brother- in • law 
Jack Simmons Jr., the Post 
said, when he obtained 38 acres 
fronting on Ochlocknee Bay in 
1963. It saidCarswell's wife Vir- 
ginia acquired part of the land 
from her brother the same year. 


"Ownership, occupancy and 


use shall be restricted to mem* 
bers of the Caucasian race," 
said a covenant written into the 
deed recorded at the Wakulla 
County courthouse in Crawford- 
ville. 


When the.Cai-swells sold their 


lot for about $4,800 July 12, 1966, 
the deed specifically made the 
sale subject to the restrictive 
coflvenants in force three years 
earlier when Mrs. Carswell got 
the property, the Post oaid in a 
copyright story. 


Domestic workers employed 


by and residing with Caucasian 
families were excepted from the 
restrictions, the Post said. 


The Carswells no longer own 


any property in the bayfront 
complex, according to the cur- 
rent Wakulla County tax roll. 


The Post story said purchas- 


ers of the Carswell lot were 
Mrs. Harriet N. Yon, wife of 
Tallahassee Postmaster Peyton 
Yon, and Mrs. Mazle Middleton, 
a Tallahassee widow. 


The Carswells and others re- 


ported involved in the deal were 
not immediately available for 
comment. 


Carswell, a Judge of the 5th 


Circuit Court of Appeal, has 
been in seclusion since the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee last 
week recessed its hearings on 
his Supreme Court nomination. 


Many of Carswell's Senate 


critics have attacked his civil 
rights rulings during the 12 
years he has served on the fed- 
eral bench, his brief member- 
ship In an all-white Tallahassee 
country club in 1955 and a white 
supremacy speech he made as a 
28-year-old candidate for the 
Georgia Legislature In 1948.

hen Millwood Dam and Reservoir was pro* 
jected nearly a generation ago the original 
plan covered but two purposes—flood control 


and recreation. 


But The Star intervened nearly 20 years ago and 


helped make it a three-way project. Your editor went 
to Washington at the newspaper's expense and appear- 
ed before a Senate Rivers & Harbors Committee hear- 
ing and asked that a one-foot depth of water be reserved 
for municipal, industrial and agricultural purposes. 


It appeared to be a new idea, and your editor was 


examined at length by Sen. John L. McClellan, Sen. 
Asnurst and others on the panel. I had no official 
standing as a spokesman for Hope other than the news- 
paper's membership in Red River Valley Association. 


But I outlined the continuing water problem of cities 


like Hope which depend upon deep wells, which in the 
face of the steadily increasing industrial demand for 
water must be a self-defeating system—and therefore 
I visualized a time in the future when we would have 
to look to a pipe line to Millwood Reservoir. 


I cited the case of Nashville, Ark., which In a moment 


of extreme water shortage was barred from tapping the 
Narrows (Lake Greeson) simply because no such 
authorization was included in the Narrows Dam pro- 
ject. I did not want to see this happen in the Millwood 
project, 1 told the senators. 


Apparently what 1 said made sense. Millwood was 


changed to a three-purpose project, and the requested 
one-foot depth for municipal, Industrial, and agricultural 
use was Increased to two feet. 


The foregoing led to the organization of the South- 


west Arkansas Water District and the projection of 
pipelines for UK future. 


Back in the 1940s we were in the grip of a dry cycle, 


and fear was upon us. The water tables were dropping 
all over tte> nation; Oklahoma and West Texas were 
being publicized as "dust bowls"—and the situation 
In southwest Arkansas was critical. Cities UkeJlopT|, 
Magnolia, and El Dorado depended upon deep wens for 
municipal water, but the table of underground water 
fell so low that the wells of individual farmers went 
dry for the first time. 


We now have Millwood Reservoir, and the Southwest 


Arkansas Water District—but still no pipe line serving 
Hope. The fact is tlu i UK dry era of the 1940s passed 
Into a wet cycle, relieving the emergency. 


But how much time do we really have? Weather ex- 


perts figure a cycle lasts 30 to 40 years. This Is 1970., 
From 1940 to 1970 is just 30 years. At best the critical 
days of the 1940s are only 10 years away from a repeat 
performance—and at worst It could happened this very 
year. 


Under the present hand-to-mouth water supply sys- 


tem liope has to drill additional wells every dficade 
or so-and right now is totting contracts for U» 
third round of new wells since I came here in 1929. 


the reason Is obvious. Last Summer we had a 
water shortage—in a wet cycle, mind you—bat 
new wells offer little security when we re-anter the 
dry cycle that Is coming up shortly. 


Millwood Dam and Reservoir cost 54 million dollars, 


all of it federal money. Hope wilt be drilling new wells 
(and improving the city's distribution system) with a 
federal grant of $453,000, which the city matches to the 
extent of $302,000. A long-range view is that the money 
would have been better spent on a pipe line to Millwood. 


But this is intended as a factual review—not a criti- 


cism of municipal government. There are factors which 
make construction of a Millwood pipe line almost pro- 
hibitive In 1970. 


Construction costs and interest charges are at re» 


cord heights, making it an unwise moment to sell 
bonds—although water - revenue bonds normally are 
rated a top investment. 


Hope, 1 am informed, did make an effort to get Mag* 


nolia, Lewlsvllle, and other towns along the route, to 
throw in with us on a joint pipe line venture for Mill- 
wood water. But the others backed away from the total 
cost—and the Hope government declined to shoulder 
the risk alone. 
This morning I talked over the 'phone with J*,E. 


Dismukes, manager of the Magnolia Municipal Water 
Co. Magnolia, I gather, recognizes the ultimate need 
of a pipe line-but found the delivery of Millwood pipe 
line water would require higher consumer rates. 


This probably Is true. But in the long run you are 


faced with the problem of finding an adequate water 
supply whatever the cost. 


No system of municipal deep wells can possibly 


come up with enough water to moet the demand of a 
big industry. 
Hope and Magnolia leaders know this—I'm merely 


reminding the people of each city that an adequate water 
supply can't be reduced to mere dollar terms. 


Furthermore, every respectable city owes It to farm- 


ers and other individuals who depend on deep wells to 
develop surface water resources and leave the deep 
sands alone. 


That's a cardinal plank in The Star's editorial plat- 


form. 


There'll be a pipe line to Millwood in the future— 


either voluntarily or Involuntarily. 


If the cities can't get together of their own accord 


there could well be a new law denying the cities the 
right to drill deep wells—and you can be sure this edi- 
tor will be lobbying for such a law. 


On the other hand the cities deserve and probably 


would get special federal help, like river pollution, 
the necessity of developing surface water resources 
for cities has developed over several generations—and 
tb? generation that is called upon to meet the problem 
Is entitled to aid from the central government.

Destructive 
Dogs Roaming 
City of Hope 


City Officials said today that 


they were receiving an increas- 
ing number of complaints about 
large dogs running in packs in 
certain parts of Hope. 


James H. Pilkinton, City At* 


toi ney, speaking for the Police 
Department, said that almost 
every day several reports are 
received of two or more large 
dogs, usually German Shepards 
running together and destroying 
property or killing small pets. 
He stated that many cituens 
are 
apprehensive that these 


dogs may end up attacking a 
child or other person. 


The officials declined to Spec- 


ulate on wiat tte authorities 
could do about the matter under 
the law. Tlit- City Attorney said 
that the matter was primarily 
one for the owners to handle 
by restraining their animals, 
if necessary, to prevent them 
from running in packs and from 
damaging the property or lives 
of other persons. He s%tt that 
the owners of the dogs in ques- 
tion would protabiy be uiplft 
in the Civil Courts for asy dani* 
age done. He pointed out, how- 
ever, thai the officials djfcj ggt 
wad * child or person hurt, 
and hope to have the co-opera- 
tion of the ownfers io 
that possibility.
